Operators, taxpayer testify at hearing 


Day care licensing receives support

TWIN FALLS — Day care licensing was sup- 
ported by most of the speakers at a Wednesday 
night hearing held by Gov. John Evans' task 
force on the controversial subject. - 

Six of nine speakers spoke In favor of licensing 
in some R>rm and one was undecided. All but one 
of the speakers were In the day care business and 
the ninth was a taxpayer. No parents testified at 
the hearing. 

Don SIplon, the past commander of the Twin 
Falls American Legion, said the state American 
Legion has passed a resolution favoring day care 
licensing and is gearing up to lobby the 
legislature to pursue that “noble and worthy 
goal." 

SIplon said the Legion's stand is In keeping 
with their objective to seek “a square deal for 
every child.” He said the Legion's statewide res- 
olution calls for licensing for day care facilities, 
and day care workers as well 'as a yearly review 
of the problem of child abuse. 

SIplon said that as a private citizen not repre- 
senting the Legion he felt the licensing of day 
care centers ought to be handled by health pro- 
fessionals' and not law enforcement' officials. 
SIplon is a retired public health officer. 


Donna Mauldin, who operates a private 
kindergarten and pre-school In Twin Falls, said 
day care licensing will lead to higher prices, a 
heavier tax load, bureaucratic Infringement and 
a false sense of security for parents with children 
In day care centers. 

‘‘Government cannot solve all our problems, 
nor should It . . . the proper role of government is 
to protect the lives and properly of people. 
Period, ".she said. Mauldin said she would not ob- 
ject to background checks for day care workers. 

Orville Knighton, an earlier speaker, identified 
as a taxpayer, also spoke against licensing. “A 
little effort on the parents' part doesn't 
eliminate risk, but neither docs government 
regulation .... I suggest we try some individual 
responsibility." 

Ronald Black, a local day care operator and 
president of the Magic Valley Day Care Associa- 
tion, said his association feels licensing should be 
mandatory and regulated by the Idaho Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare, the agency he said 
could run a licensing programleaslcxpjmsivcly. 

Health and Welfare control over licensing , 
became an issue In legislative debates last 
winter, as some balked at giving the agency any 
role at all in the program. ^ 

Black said his group, also favors background 
checks for dov care workers, a uniform fire code 


for day care centers, and a staff-to-child ratio of 
Ho-10, 

“Please don't play with the safety of Idaho's 
children, they are Idaho's greatest resource." 
said Gayle Black, who Identified herself as a 
working mother and a day care operator. She 
said day care licensing legislation is needed but 
must be enforceable and that the cost of 
background checks and licensing should be 
"reasonable" but did not have a ready figure' for 
the cost. 

Black said she supported placing licensing in 
the hands of the Department of Health and 
Welfare. 

' Cheryl Juntunen. the director of physical 
health for the local health district, said children 
are "hardy little harborers" of communicable 
diseases and that day care licensing should take 
Into account disease prevention. 

Others speaking in favor of licensing were Pat 
Vcrstraetc and Donna Suhr. Linda Chamberlain 
did not strongly support or oppose licensing. 

The hearing was the last in a scries of seven 
around the stale. Sen. Darrel McRoberls. R- 
Twin Falls, a member of the task force, said the 
majority of the speakers at the hearings around 
the slate favor day care licensing. The task force 
will meet September 20 to review the testimony 
at the hearings and propose legislation.

Ex-Castleford school

TWIN FALLS - A former 
Castleford School District 
superintendent, charged with steal- 
ing $2,023 from the Castleford 
district, was arrested in an Oregon 
school building Friday. 

lie had taken the superintendent's 
job there in July. 

Robert Hutchin Is due to appear on 
grand theft and felony charges in 
Idaho 5th District Court- in Twin 
Falls on Sept. 3. He was released on 
a 5C.50U bond from the Wasco Coun- 
ty, Ore!, Jail on Monday. 

He must return to Idaho on his 
own. 'however, ns Oregon law en- 


forcement authorities arc not plann- 
ing to extradite him to Twin Falls. 

Hutchin formally resigned from 
his new South Sherman School 
District position Monday night after 
school board members there urged 
him to leave, said Sheri Carlson, wife 
of the school board chairman. She 
added that his letter of resignation 
claimed that he resigned for "un- 
foreseen circumstances." 

Sherman County sheriff's deputies 
arrested Hutchin after Twin Falls 
County sheriff's officers sent them a 
warrant for his arrest, said Sherman 
County Sheriff Gerry Lohrey.

Journals, letters tell of Brenda Lafferty’s struggle

The lights In the American Fork, 
Utah, police station never went oil 
during the days and weeks following 
the murders of Brenda and Erica 
Lafferty. 

Police officers worked around the 
clock on the case, eventually Inter- 
viewing more than 100 people to 
piece together a case against Ron 
and Dan Lafferty. 

While they did so. some family 
members went into hiding. Relatives 
. of the Laffertys barricaded 
themselves in their homes and paced 
back and forth with rifles and 
• shotgun s. Th ose who h ad know n th e 
"Laffertys. spoken agalntl them', 
been named in their “removal reve- 
lation" or laughed at their 
escapades were fri^tened. 

A newspaper reporter who had 
written articles about Ron and Dan 
sent her children to Californio to en- 
sure their safety. With armed 
guard? assisting her, one Lafferty 
sister shuttled her children to a dif- 
ferent home each night until her

German spy scandal 
one leak from sieve 

In all the long .history .of spies, no country has 
managed to make itself leakproof. 

Right now the United States is prosecuting a 
special agent of the Federal Btreau of Investigation 
on charges of passing secret documents to a female 
agent of the Soviet KGB. A Navy spy ring that 
operated for years has recently been broken up.- 
Great Britain has never lived down the case of Kim 
Phllby, a spy for the Soviets who served at the center 
of British intelligence before fleeing to Moscow in 
1963. 

But nobody in recent years has topped the record 
— of-the-West-Germens-as-an-open-book-in whici^dSpies — 
^rowse undetected for years on end. ' f \ 

.In 1954 Otto John, the head of j Bonn’sV., 
counterintelligence operation, turned out/ to have 
been a Soviet agent. Twenty years later Chancellor 
Willy Brandt was forced to resign because Guenter 
Guillaume, a close aide, was exposed as a Communist 
agent. Now. we have the spectacle of a key official in 
the counterintelligence service defecting to East 
N5ermany, and secretaries to the president and the 
ec^mics minister fleeing to avoid arrest. 

■The embarrassment of the West German gov- 
ernment is understandable. It is as though, over a 
period of years. Communist spies had turned up on 
the White House staff, in the highest levels of the 
FBI and in the anteroom to the secretary of the 
Treasury. 

By any standard, though, the present spy case is 
mind-boggling. Hans Joachim Tiedge, the central 
character, was a veteran of 19 years in the 
counterspy service. For the last three years he had 
headed the department charged with ferreting out 
East German spies. Up to the wery minute when 
cjasi uermany announcedlRaThe was in EasrBeTIlff; 
government officials were pooh-poohing the notion 
that he might have gone over to the other side.

Yet Tiedge’s superiors had known for years that he 
drank heavily, was disastrously in debt and suffered 
fits of depression. The lame excuse of his superiors is 
that, had he been fired, he would have been a greater 
security threat than if left undisturbed in his job. 
They know better now. 

It is being recalled, belatedly, that 200 West Ger- 
man agents in. East Germany have been arrested in 
the last 18 months, while arrests of East German 
spies had decreased considerably since Tiedge took 
over the spy-catching job three years ago. 

The Tiedge case is an unmitigated disaster for 
West Germany, which must now assume that the 
East Germans and the Russians know just about 
everything that there is to know about the personnel 
and operating techniques of the West German in- 
telligence services. 

- The effect on the United States and other Western 
allies is less clear. Some officials in Washington and 
other Western capitals suggest that the damage to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization’s overall in- 
telligence operations will be slight. Others .say that 
the damage, including the possible exposure of 
American and other Western agents, may be grave 
Indeed. 

The most unsettling thing about the case is its 
open-ended nature. It is impossible to escape the 
conclusion that, sensational as the disclosures of the 
past week may be, they are not Ih'e end of the story 
— that many other Communist agents remain in 
place in Bonn, prepared to pass on the innermost 
. secrets of the Western alliance.

American democracy under attack to save a nation^ssoul 


“America Is loo tree ami ( ihcreforc) its 
people are too easily led into the tempta- 
tlons.of.lhe.deyjllL 

I overheard this a few months ago in a res- 
taurant. The "ihcreforc'' between the first 
clause and the second was understood in the 
context of the* conversation between two in* — 
tense young men. 

These casually-conncctcd clauses make a 
startling assertion, and perhaps the most 
direct statement of the underlying concept 
which forms Ibc foundaton of the far-right . 
fundamentalists' thrust into American putt- 
tics — "America is loo free." 
.-■-'Amerlcaisloofrec— „'!lobesavcd. . _ 
“America is too free . . for lls'own good. 
Imagine that. 

And a small, well-organized minorily. 
eager and sincere in their beliefs, will try lo 
do something about it — in Ihc name of 
religion, in the name of salvation, In the 
name of saving our individual and collective 
souls. 

Wc are presently witnessing their first 
charge agalnsl the traditional American. . 
concept of democracy, and what is most 
pernicious about this attack is that it Is be- 
IngdoneundcrthebannerofGod. . 

For when this new religious right says it 
wants to return America lo "a nation under 
God,'-’ they mean a Christian God, as if other 
religions didn't have any gods, as If other

religions were merely supcrslitlons; and 
when they speak of making America a Chris- 
tian nation, they draw their definition of 
C'hri.stianily so narrowly that it excludes 
many mainstream Christian churches, ]( is 
'obvious by far-right fundamentalists' ac- 
tions and slalemcnls that the concept of 

plurality in America is nolouly unaccep- 

table, but dangerous lo their sense of a 
■•saved" nation. 

it is nol my intent lo arguctheology, nor 
Interpretations of the Bible. Neither do I 
doubt the sincerity of the beliefs of those 
who consider themselves members of far- 
rlghl fundamentalism. This democracy is' 
firmly based on religious tolerance and the 
right to hold any belief privately. I wish lo 
preserve Ihnl rfghl and that tolerance. In- 
deed. my arguments arise from what I con- 
ceive lo be attacks against religious 
tolerance and tbe basic principles of our 
democracy. 

Far-right fundamenlalism has been one of 
the forces behind the recent acceleration of 
challenges to books in libraries and public 


schools. Generally, far-right fundumcn- 
lallsls challenge books on moral grounds, 
preferring bowdlerized versions of 
Shakcsphearc’s “Romeo and Juliet" and 
"Hamlcr lo the complete standard texts. 

tbook companies loexpurgatc passages 
from the classics In high school Uleralure 
books, somelimcs wilhout even noting such 
deletions. • 

High school biology textbooks don't fare 
aiiy belter: Neither Scott. Forcsman's“Life 
Science,'' 1903. norSlIvcr, BurdcU's“Biolo- . 
-gy-fur Living/'- 1985, even mention the word 
evolution. It isn't possible to teach biology 
without an understanding of evolution, 
unless one Is merely teaching classification 
by rote, not by understanding scientific 
principles.

And all 
of us must be wary to guard the principles of 
democracy, or lose them. 

There Is enough religious Intoleranceta 
the world ; there arc too many religious wars 
in the world. Religious sincerity Isn’t the 
issue - 1 am sure the Catholics and Protes- 
tants dying from each other’s bombs In 
Ireland are sincere. I’m certain the Moslems 
and Christians shooting at one another in ■ 
Lebanon are sincere. They, die anyway ; their 
counlry.is destroyed anyway ; political con- 
tinully is abandoned, no matter how sincere 
theyare.

BLM cites 2 Castleford residents 
as suspects in range fire arsons

CASTLEFORD - Citations have 
been issued by the Bureau of Land 
_Managemcnt lo two' Castleford- 
area n r s ld ei i ts sus pected-oFe^ t tng- 
range fires that burned thousands 
of acres earlier this summer. 

The alleged motive of one of the 
suspects was to rid the range of 
grasshoppers, said Dan Hughes, 
the state criminal investigator for 
the BLM. 

Hughes, however, refused lo 
reveal the names of the two people 
who. received the citations or 
elaborate on the cases. He did say 
the suspects resided In the< 
Castleford area. 

The names of the suspeejs will 
be released after they have made 
an appearance before a federal 
magislr,ate couil judge in Boise on 
a misdemeanor charge of range ' 
arson. Hughes didn't know the 
dat(S of u:osc appearances. The 
.office of the clerk of U.S. District 
Court couldn't provide information 


without the. names. The office of 
the UJ attorney for Idaho hadn’t 
bear'd of the cases.' 

One of the suspects has been 
given the option of appearing be- 
fore a judge or paying a $100 fine 
■ fo r- sot Uog t he fi re , Hpghcs said. 
The perron allegedly set the fires 
to exterminate grasshoppers 
plaguing nearby farms. 

The other case Is more serious — 
enough so that the BLM has re- 
quire the perron's presence In 
court, Hu^es said. He wouldn't 
elaborate on. any aspect of the se- 
cond case. 

During the last week of'June two 
suspect^ man-caused fires burned 
1,500 acres in the Castleford area. 
The following month, more fires in 
the same area came under 
scrutiny. 

Hughes also Investigated this 
summer four fires that burned 
'5;ooo acres fn the' Magic Water 
area In June. 

The Investigation had been 
sparked by reports of people 'tor- 
ching the rahecland to kill grass- 


hoppera. In the Castleford area, 
someone In a spotter plane saw a 
perron set a fire, a BLM official 
rcportedcarlier. 

The citations issued In late July 
and early August by the bureau 
are similar to summons for 
criminal charges, Hughes said. In 
this case, the charge Is an alleged 
violation of a federal law 
punishable-' by a maximum 
sentence of $1,000 fine and/or one 
year in jail. 

In addition, the bureau Is allow- 
ed by law to bring civil action 
against the suspects to obtain the 
costs of fighting the fires. The 
state bureau officials won’t decide 
on that course until the criminal 
matters are disposed of, he said. 

Hughes added that the In- 
vestigation of suspected man- 
caus^ fires on public land, in the 
Magic Valley has not been com- 
pleted. A pending probe Is focusing 
on a recent ffre in the Cedar Creek 
Reservoir, area where 16,500 acres 
were scorched.

Marxman has continued to stand 
firm on the suspension of licenses for

; the , operators must meet certain 
reinstatement requirements to 
regain their licenses. 

Rush said it will probably be mid- 
September before that happens. 

"We’re doing everything we can to 
expedite this process,’’ Rush said. 
"But my guess is It’s not going to 
.happen in a week. It's not going to 
happen in two weeks. But it’s not go- 
ingtobpmonlhsellhcr.’’ ' 

The licenses were suspended this 
month after USDA audits found that 
the 14 elevators had forward shipped 
grain under federal price sup^rt 
contracts to Portland without re- 
qulred'federal approval. Rush said 
the audits .also showed that In at 
least a number of those cases, the 
grain was improperly sold rather 
than just stored to make room for 


more , grain as the Idaho harvest 
winds down. 

The elevators arc still operating, 
but the license suspensions makes 
them ineligible to.house ^atn that is 
put under fcdcrol price support pro- 
tection. effectively putting them 
off-limits to farmers during the cur- 
rent depressed market. 

The warehouseman have argued 
that' they operated with the ap- 
proval of state officials, who act as 
federal Inspectors under contract 
with USDA. Rush conceded that his 
department had approved the for- 
ward-movement of grain under a • 
new state law but only for storage. 

He added, however, that "we did 
not stress to these people that It had 
to be for storage only, and in some 
cases we probably knew it would be 


.While, he said state officials never 
gave formal authority (or the sale of 
the groin, "if any of it is ourfault, I 
want them (USDA*) to know that. It 
should not be taken out on the 
elevator operators alone." 

-Rush said the state has also begun 
Its own investigation to determine 
whether oU.cxccss.profits.madc.by . 
the elevators because of the ques- 
tionable grain movements have been 
returned- to the- farmers. Marxman 
said the coses would also be turned 


over to USDA's inspector general for 
review.

Museum opener 
for Wagon Daps

■ KETCHUM "“The~anmior 
Wagon Days weekend in this 
resort town kicks off Friday with 
the dedication of a museum for 
the wagons the event celebrates. 

Palmer Lewis, the nephew of 
the man who built the wagons to 
haul ore from the mines surroun- 
ding the Wood River Valley, will 
tend the dedication of the 
museum that will house seven 
large freight wagons. The cere- 
mony begins at 3 p.m. y/ 

Lewis, of Mercer Island, Wash., 
donated the wagons to Uic city, of 
Ketchum In 1968 to help preserve 
a symbol of the clly's past. 

'The wagons were a part of the 
Lewis Fast Freight Line begun by 
Horace-C.-Lewls ln-1884rshortly- 
after the region was opened to 
mining. 

Capable of carrying up to 18,000 
tons, <hu wagons hauled supplies 
to miners in nearby mining towns 
and brought back (heir ore for 
processing at a smelter in Ket- 
chum. ' 

The massive wagons stand up 
to 15 feel high at the lop of their 
canvas covers, and rear wheels 
are up to 6 feet tall. Sometimes, 
four wagons were pulled at one 
time by teams of 22 horses dnd 
mules along the steq), 
treacherous grades to the mining 
towns. 

Also leading the dedication Is 
Mayor Jerry Sclfferl, who has 
long sought a permanent museum 
for the wagons. 


“SclTfciT^laySTWe^nTplctwh' 
muMum finally ' recognizes the 
place the wagons hold in the 
herllggc of the city that was set- 
tled by miners in 1880. 

"It's finally acknowledging 
what some were acknowledging in 
1925; (hat they are a part of the 
heritage and history of the whole 
area,” Selffcrt says. 


Since the 1920s. he says, the 
wagons have been stored from 
place to place, but a permanent 
“ homchad never been found. 

"CThc museum) gives them a 
home so that it prolccls our 
heritage," Sclfferl says. The city 
spent $80,000 for its construction. 

The museum, at Fl((h Street 
' and East Avenue across from Ci- 
ty Hall, will Include an lntc^ 
pretive display when completed. 
The Community Library Associa- 
tion prepared the display with 
$4,600 grant from the Id/I 
Association for the Humanities. 

The seven ore wagons can now 
be seen through large windows 
from a covered viewing area. 

Sciffert says the city hopes to 
have a curator for the museum by 
next summer to lead visitors on 
tours. He also says the museum 
may addother exhibits, 

In the past, there has been talk 
of an exhibit honoring author 
Emest llemingway. who lived In 
Ketchum for many years until his 
death in 1961. 

Also now iQ .thc exhibit Is a 
"mud wagoq,” a modified stage 
coach, used in the Wood (liver 
Valley during the mining era. 

The coach also was donated by 
Palmer Lewis after being on ex- 
hibit at the Museum of Com- 
merce and Industry In Seattle un- 
tlllastycar.ScIffcrtsays. 

The mud wagon, he says, is one 
of the best preserved examples .of 
Us type. 

Whcit Lewis donated ihd ore 
wagons to the city, he did so‘wlth 
the provision they be displayed to 
the public at least once each 
year. 

To meet that condition, the 
wagons havc'anchored U Wagon 
Days parades since 1975, when the 
event was revived after being 
discontinued in the 1969s. 

The 90-entry parade begins at 
noon Saturday and is the 
highlight of numerous activities 
during the weekend. .

Idaho timber production up but value down 


• PORTUND (AP) - Idaho 
sawmills produced more lumber last 
year than they have since 1979, but 
the value of that production fell 
from the previous year, the Western 
Wood Products Association 
reported. . 

Reflecting the continued depress- 
ed condition of the timber industry 
in the state, production last year 
totaled 1.69 billion board feel, up 1.8 
percent from 1983. - 

But the industry association said 
it was valued at only 3436.6 million.

tion. 

By comparison, 1964 lumber pro- 
duction averaged 3259 a thodsand 
board feet while 1963 production 
averaged 3278.

Caught in the squeeze 


Pro sports feel crunch 
offree-spendm 


Editor's aote — Sports is 
squeezed by rising salaries and 
dwindling revenues. This first ot a 
three-part, series looks at the pro- 
blem.

A decade-long spending spree by 
professional sports has boosted 
player salaries 400 percent, 
creating a generation ol 
millionaire athletes whose 
paychecks will keep on coming 
well into lbc21st century.. 

The result: One in three learns 
Is already losing money. And wlU) 
television threatening to stop 
bankrolling the industry, sports 
executives arc scrambling to cut 
costs and scout out new sources of., 
revenue. ~. 

The most conservative count 
shows that 43 of 112 blg-Ieaguc 
franchises lost money in 1984 - 
seven in. baseball, 10 in the Na- 
tional Basketball Association, 
seven in the National Hockey 
League, five in the National Foot- 
ball League and all 14 in the Unit- 
ed States Football League. 

In each case, the biggest single 
reason is salaries, which have 
risen up to twice as much as in- • 
come since 1975. Even Bob Woolf, 
who has negotiated .more than 
2,000 contracts for athletes and,in- 
eludes Larry Bird and Doug Flutle 
among his richer clients, says that 
can’t continue. 

•it’s probably reached as high 
as It can go," Woolf said. "But 
that’s pretty high. There's Just so 
much money available. Nobody’s 
all that foolhardy anymore" 

With the money pressures have 
come other problems. 

Basebal) players struck for the 
second time in four years after 
arguing tor months over the 
owners’ claim that they lost an 
average of $1.1 million in 1984. 

The NFL has endured a summer 
of holdouts by veterans and 
rookies trying to keep pace with 
escalating salaries of the past few 
years. 

After abandoning its spring- 
summer experiment, the USFL 
. has suspended operations until the 
fall of 1986 and is trying desper- 
ately to regroup after losing 8150' 
million over three years, 860 
million ofUln 1985. 

Teams in every league also are 
liable (or millions of dollars in 
dcfcitcd payments to players long 
after they retire. In baseball 
alone, according to major league 
sources. 102 current and former 
players will receive money in 1996 
-or beyond, under— existing con- 
tracts. Ten of them will stiii be 
getting paid in 2011 o r beyond. And

player salary for the four major

The $1 mlllion-a-year player Is 
almost commonplace — 36 at last 
count, and counting. 

"I don't think that anybody in 
the game today knew What the 
baseball salaries would be when he 
started,” says the St. Louis Car- 
dinals’ Ozzie Smith, who signed a 
82 mlliion-a-year contract this 
season. “If they had, there’d be a 
lot more guys playing baseball." 

Smith is one of the best-fielding' 
shortstops in baseball history — 
but with a .238 career batting 
average through 1984.

"Fans arc getting turned off by 
the sports page becoming the 
sports business page,” said Tex 
&hramm, president of the NFL 
Dallas Cowboys.

Dave Winfield, baseball’s first 82 
million man. who replied when 
asked if his relationship with 
owner George Stelnbrenner had 
warmed up:. "Warmed up? it’s 
Just a business' relationship.” 

The fans have little identity 
with the owners, cither.

HARTFORD, Conn. .(AP) — Drug testing will 
become mandate^ at all NCAA championship 
evcnls and postseason football games under leglsia- 
tlon being prepared by a special commltlee, John 
Toner, the chairman of the committee, said Wed- 
nesday. 

Toner, formerly president of the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association,, said the six-member 
commltlcc met last week to refine the proposals 
that would be made at an NCAA Council meeting in 
October. The full NCAA membership would then 
voteon the legislation at its January convention. 

“These reccomendatlons will call for the Initiation 
of drug testing at all championship and.poslseason 
foolbali games; If adopted, they’ll be Initialed next 
foil (1986),“ Toner, athletic director at the Universi- 
ty of Connecticut, said in a telephone interview. 

Similar legislation was considered at the NCAA's 
1985 convention la January but was sent back 'to 
‘ committee, Toner said. At that point, 'Toner, the - 
outgoing president, was appointed to chair a special 
committee whose job was lo formulate and reflno a 
nationwide drug-testing policy (or the NCAA. 

Toner. 61. said the first attempt to pass drug- 



testing “failed because membership was not 
satisfied with the legislation.'’ 

“So we're bringing it back again. We’ve clarified 
many of the questions. We're satisfied that these 
rccommcndatlonaare legally sound and Justifiable In 
the moral sense of the word," he said. 

The other members of the special drug-policy 
committee are George Raveling, University of Iowa 
basketball coach, Jackie Sherrill, Texas A&M football 
coach, Roy Kramer. Vanderbilt athletic director.

Idaho proposal would ban lead shot for shotguns by 1988 


BOISE, Idaho (AP) - A bon on 
;:Iead shot beginning with Idaho's 
1987-1988 waterfowl season Is among 
several major' changes being propos- 
ed by the Fish and Game Depart- 
ment In its draft management plan 
for the coming five years. 

"Studies show that leod poisoning 
is becoming a serious problem na- 
'.-tionwide and the threat cannot be 
ignored," said department biologist 


DaleTowcill. 

The draft, which will be released 
by the department for public com- 
ment next month, will be reviewed 
by the Fish and Game Commission 
before the end of the year. The 
commission has the final say on 
managementplan. 

In addition to the requirement 
that only steel shot be used by 
waterfowl hunters after 1987, the 


draft also calls (or a iwo-wcck ex- 
tension on pheasont seasons, more 
liberal limits for sage and sharp; 
tailed grouse and a longer forest 
grouse season. It retains the current 
five dally and 10 possession limits for 
partridge. 

Toweill said the Issue of lead shot 
has become even more important 
with the disappearance of ponds in 
the northern breeding grounds as 


breeding, pair counts have neared 
their lowest level in three decades. 

"Mallards and pintails. In par- 
ticular, appeor to be in trouble and 
the problem is compounded by mor- 
tality from lead poisoning.” Toweill 
said. 

While goose numbers are increas- 
ing, he said department experts are 
still looking for ways to protect local 


breeding pairs In southwestern 
Idaho, where they are especially 
vulnerable late in the season. 

Options, Toweill said, include 
limited-entry hunts and adjust- 
ments in shooting boundaries that 
would still provide more late-season 
hunting without seriously affecting 
breeding pairs. 

But the situation appears belter 
for upland game birds with counts 


showing Just over two pheasant hens 
per rooster. With the ratio able to go 
as high as 10 hens to every rooster 
before production is affected, 
Toweill said, "It appears feasible to 
offer more hunting opportunity by 
closing the season two weeks later.” 
Sage and sharp-tailed grouse and 
partridge appear to be recovering . 
from recent severe winters and un- 
favorable spring weather, he added.

This goes on to say that the guidelines were 
published July 30 in the federal register and 
"reflkt comments received during the public 
comment period. By going through (his process, 
with full public input, the service believes that 
the criteria represent a general consensus of the 
slate, conservation organizations, waterfowl 
hunters and other Interested groups.” 




Ihus assur^, we remain assuaged that each of 
you with a strong feeling on the situation has du- 
ly Informed the service of your sentiment . 

What the service is doing with this new 
criteria is establishing procedures through which 
toxic shot may be banned. 

First there is the "triggering crlleria." . 

This applies to counties or other waterfowl 
habitat areas where there is a harvest of 20 or 
more waterfowl (ducks, geese, swan, cools) per 
squarpmllc or three dead waterfowl diagnose 
as having died from lead poisoning ( ingested, 
we'dgoess). * 

Thot 20-per-squarc mile level drops to 15 in 
1985-87. 10 in 1987-B8 and five In 1988-89. Thus, if 
the kill won’t climb to the criteria, the criteria 
will dip to the kin. Anyway, you get the feeling 
leod shot is In Its end days. 

Once the triggering criteria comes into play, 
“decision criteria’’ will be brought to bear. 

This includes: 

- One or more Ingested shot in S percent or more 
of the gizzards examined; and either 

• Two parts per million lead In 5 percent or more

• 0.2 ppm In 5 percent or moreof the blood sam- 
ples drawn or a protoporphyrin level of 40 ug/dl 
In five percent of the blood samples. 

(Protoporphyrin is required for the manufac- 
ture of hemoglobin In red blood cells. Lead Inhib- 


its the use of protoporphyrin in this manufactu^ 
ing, resulting In a buildup of protoporphyrin In 
red cells. By measuring the amount of protopor- 
phyrin In red cells, the degree of sickness from 
lead poisoning can be idenUfied.) 

The release then slates "if results of monitor- . 
Ing studies are positive for the gizzard criterion . 
plus ellher Uiejiver, blood or protoporphyrin 
"■ criterion.' Ihemohltdrcd area will be proposed a8~“ 
a non-toxic shot zone. If the results are negative...^: 
the area will not be considered to have a lead 
poisoning problem unless three or more dead 
waterfowl confirmed as lead poisoned are later 
reported from the area. In that event, monitor- 
ing would be relnstltutcd. 

The service further stipulates that the 
guidelines do not prevent states from 
designating non-toxic areas where lead levels 
have not reached the level established by the 
federal “decision crlleria. ’ 

"The service will continue to honor stale re- 
quests to estaibllsh non-loxlc shot zones In areas 
where lead levels are below minimum federal • 

, criteria established requiring the use of non- 
toxic shot." . 

It must be assumed after reading through ; 

that, those crlleria will never be relaxed and 
probably tightened.

'Tve baslcaUy remained the 
same person,” he says. "I don’t

He was the starting quarter-' 
back at Twin Palls High for two 
years and seldom threw the ball 
— although as the veer engineer, 
he ran it with a lot. He moved on 
to Spokane Fails Community Col- 
lege in Spokane, Wash., where he 
was switched to a wide receiver. 
But the Sasquatch seldom threw ' 
either. 

Yct'he atiracted-cnough attcn-" 

tlon to win a scholarship from 
University of Montana, coming 
into the program just when the 
Grizzlies decided to switch lo the 
wishbone offense, a formation 
that usually doesn’t lend itself to 
throwing. ' 

"Whatever football team I get 
, on, it seems they never throw,” 
Rice says with a laugh. . 

Actually, that all may be 
understatement. Rice collected 
some good statistics both as a 
high school passer and as a junior 
college receiver, but nothing 
close to his hope of having the 
ball "thrown at me 20-25 times a 
game." 

And the Grizzlies' switch to the . 
wishbone doesn't leave him 
despondent. 

"They've had good success with 
the pass here over the years and 
they haven’t glv.en up on it," he 
' saysr'sddlng hcantlcIpates'Mon- ' 
tana will put in the air lS-20 ' 
time? a game at least in the 
pass-happy Big Sky Conference. 

At C-foot, ISS pounds, Rice has 
what one would have to classify 
as dcccplivc speed.

"Hl^land ' of- Pocatello- became 
. the first Gem State Conference 
football team ever to win the 
state Class A*1 championship last 
year, bringing new respectability 
to the now-nine team conference. 

But it Is a fragmented league, 
split now three- ways to deter- 
mine which of iU.teams go to the 
state football playoffs. 

The newest member of the club, 
Madison High of Rexburg, will 
compete this fall with Idaho Falls 
— and-Skyline-hi^-schools-for-a- 
slnglc berth in the A-1 Division II 
playoffs, while Minico, Blackfoot 
and Pocatello high schools will 
compete for another berth. The 
winners of those two "pods” will 
meet to determine the team that 
plays the winner of a playoff be- 
tween' western and northern 
Idaho teams. 

Meanwhile, Twin Falls, 
Highland and Bonneville High of 
Idaho Falls compete for the A-1 
Division I championship along 
with the big schools from western 
and northern Idaho. 

The upshot is that, for all the 
conference members, one or two 
games each season count a lot 
more than the other league 
games. 

And for the first time, all of the 
league’s team won't be play each 
other In football this season. In 
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order to allow the lease’s 
mcmbcuchools.lo malnlaln.lbclt.. 
non-confcrcncc' schedules, the 
GSC athletic directors decided to 
allow school member to skip a 
conference game. For example. 
Twin Falls won't play Idaho Falls 
this year,- and Minico won't meet 
'Bonneville.. ' 

Three of the league's eight 
members made the post-season 
playoffs last season — Hi^land, 
Idaho Falls and Pocatello a 
record for the five-year-old con- 
ference.

Size remains the major dearth 
in the Minico football program 
a fact that frustrates Coach Doug 
Bailey because "we have some 
very good skill people.”

One reason Bailey can state "I 
think we'll be all tight,” Is the 
return of senior Jesse Beltran a| 
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quarterback. 

Beltran will engineer an op- 
tion-pass offense but despite be- 
ing a senior, he doesn't have any 
varSlty'expericnce. 

“He-was~theTophomorc”star-- 
ting quarterback with this group 
two years ago but Ipen ran into 
some grade problems and was in- 
eligible until the basketball 
season," Bailey said. "Missing 
that year will hurt him some' 
from an experience standpoint 
but he's looking good right now." 

With Beltran pulling the str- 
ings, Bailey figures the rest of the 
skill corps will more than com- 
plement his talent. 

He plans to use runnning backs 
Jeff Garro, 5-foot-U, 170-pound 
junior, and Dallon Heiner, &-9, 
160-pound senior. "Both of them 
have excellent quickness.- Garro 
was named the co-mo'st-valuablc 
back at the Boise State (football) 
camp this summer.

Defensively, he sa^. the 
strength of the team Is in the

Jaynes, a G-1, 217-pound senior 
who rushed for 752 yards last 
season, is the Ideal back for 
Hunter's veer offense. But Jaynes 
tore the ligaments in one ankle a 
couple of weeks ago and won't see 
action until Bonneville's second 
or third game. 

McDonald, who was rc^onsiblc 
for 1.41C yards total offense for 
Bonneville last year, figures to 
give Jaynes a breather by open- 
ing up the passing game. Johns, a 
G-3, 212-pound senior, is already 
highly regarded by college 
coaches, while Bonncvilic has a 
talented wide receiver prospect 
in Scott Charlton, a G-1.

The all-state signal caller for

stiff competition from the likes of 
Declo’s Brad Matthews, but

- for one clear reason: he's sur- 
. rounded by some of the most ex- 
tensive talent any Class A-3 
squad could hope fohave. 

"Slmls has the edge because his 
protection is so good,’’ explains 
Wendell assistant coach Larry 
Gwartney. 

In addition to rushing wonder 
Danny Dally and towering tight 
end Brian Darcy, Slmls has a 
bruising line led by veteran 
' tackle Kevin Murray. 

As any opposing Canyon Con- 
ference coach will admit, these 
guys are deep! 

That’s not to take away from 
SImis’s personal efforts, though, 
which include a first-team all- 
state selection by .the Idaho 
■' Stetesman last season. The

year" after he helped lead his 
squad-' to a state championship 
overHomedale.

"An all-state quarterback for 
any school, versatile," Glenns 
Ferry chief Paul Shrum says in 
summary. 

One element that allows Slmls 
his versatility is the Senators’ 
double-edged attack. When he 
doesn’t hand off to Dally or Tim 
Anderson, the l7-year-old can 
turn and toss the ball to Darcy, 
his 6-8, 200-pound end. In faetj^he 
also threw plenty to Anderson 
last year, with 347 yards to the 
fril-running back’s cnxlit. 

"We.- jiaye a_.good. run-pass 
threat." Slmls says. "We don’t 
relyoneltherone.” 

' Overall, Simls completed 99 of 
183 passes for 1,613 yards last ~ 
season — that with 17 
touchdowns and Just nine in- 
terceptions for a 54-percent com- 
pletion rate; 

His running stats, as Simls will 
admit promptly, ore less than 
spectacular. Counting negative 
"gains," he rushed for 19 yards on 


53 carries for .3 yards per rush — 
that is, however,. with three TD's 
to his rushing record. 

"Running the ball." he says 
when asked to name one of his 
weaknesses. 

Before one delves further ln(o 
SImis’s various gridiron perfor- 
mances, it must be pointed out 
' (though not for apy Canyon Con-

In fact, the sturdy blond has 
started for four, not Just three, 
years on the Senator basketball 
team. During Basketball Con-

“When he took over, out offense 
pined a -tremendous, amo unt of 
confidence,” says the third-year 
ISU coach. "His biggest problem - 
last year was Interceptions (he .

He 
has such a strong arm that he 
tries to force the ball into areas 
that other quarterbacks won't 
throw to."

Protecting the q^rtcrback, 
whoever he Is, will be tna,btggcst 
challenge for the Bengal^ of- 
fense. ISU has two starters 
returning up front, including 
Thomas Thomas, a G-5, 2^-scnior 
who was honorable mention all- 
conference last year. Except for 
center Scott MacLean, who 
started the last four games last 
season, the rest of the unit Is 
new. 

"It’s hard to evaluate In prac- 
tice how they’re progressing,” 
says Koetter. “We really won't 
know until they play together, 
because no matter how well they 
do individually it's how they play 
_ together as a five-man unit that 
' 'crantsi^s a unit, they did a great 
job during the summbr getting 
stronger and staying in. car-, 
dlovascularcondition.'' 

Koetter says Hoge and 
Federico will help protect the 
quarterback this year. 

"Merril and Corky are both 
-great blockers. Within the 'limit 
of their responsibilities — and the 
tailback and fullback have a lot 
to do In our offense — their block- 
ing will be an asset.” 

Koettcr says Hoge will be runn- 
ing more — and more complex — 
pass patterns this fall, and that 
Federico will be catching the ball 
too.

Koetter says (he Bengals will 
have had 49 practices and three 
games before their offense will be 
under pressure from a Big Sky 
opponent. 

"Our schedule is conducive to 
helping us develop our offensive 
line," {le saifs. "Not only will we 
be able to get some game experi- 
ence, iwc'll ' be able to gel It 
against three different types of 
defenses.” 

Idaho State's own defense is 
experienced, thanks in large part 
to the Injuries that scuttled the 
Bcngals' 19B4 season. ISU gradu- 
ated two starters on the defen- 
sive line and still has three 
starters returning. Three of the 
four linebackers arc veterans as 
are both comcrbacks. including 
Gerald Richardson, who quit the 
ISU program a year ago after 
racial slogans were painted on his 
car In Pocatello. Richardson re- 
joined the program In January. 

"I feel good about the defense,” 
says Koetter. “This may be the. 
best defense we've put on the' 
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field In three years.” 

The Bcngals have a new defen- 
sive coordinator. In Claude 

Tomasinl, who ' was Ball's 
linebacker coach for 10 years. He 
replaced Mike t Daly, whose 
defense ranked third In the con- 
ference last season, departed for 
the University of Tulsa.

“Last year 
we had a three-man front; this 
year, we may take advantage of 
our depth and show a four-man 
front In some situations.

The 
noseguard will be Jim Nielsen, a 
6-3. 275-pound senior who has 
twice won the Big Sky 
heavyweight wrestling champi- 
onship. Ernst and Nielsen (a 
starter In 1963) backed up the 
Bcngals’ two all-confcrence 
defensive linemen. Steve Ander- 
son and Jim Otto, last year. - 
“Nielsen does not have Ander- 
son’s qulckn^. but he has more 
size and hc*’s a better pass 
rusher," says Koetter. “Ernst Is 
a lot smaller than Ottorbut he’s 
also quicker. He’s a finesse pass 

rusher.” - — 

The linebackers include an all- 
conference performer, Ron Manu, 
and three other returning 
starters — Mike Calley, Mike 
Moyc and Earl Davis. Koetter 
says Davis is being seriously 
challenged for one of thC' starting 
outside linebacker positions by 
Hazelton’s Gary Taylor, a Junior. 

“Gary’s doing a good job,” says 
Koetter. “He’s taken up this fall 
where he left off last spring. 
Right novlr. it’s really i very close 
race between the two of them as 
to which one will start.”

(strong safety) Jamie FitzGerald', 
"was oumlckcl back:" 

FitzGerald will probably play 
behind JC transfer John Collard, 
one of two Juco products likely to 
start on the ISU defense. 

"Tomasinl is our third defen- 
sive coordinator in Uircc years," 
says Koetter. "He has a good feel 
for the conference, but he just 
Joined us in May. It will tak6 a 
lUUc bit of time before he gets 
used to the program." 

Koettcr says his kicking game 
Is the biggest deficit. Graduated 
punter Jeff Kaiser', and 
placckicker' Perry Larson were 
both all-conference two years 
ago. - and Kaiser was first-team 
All-America. 

"The kicking game Is a little 
farther off right now,” he says. 
"We have three-, players we 
brought in to'lbok at' at kicker' 
plus a coiiplc of other position 
-playei3_-who _welre_trylng— at- 
punter. So far, nobody's looked 
very consistent, but we’ve just , 
started.” 

The placckicker candidates arc 
Rene Whiteman, a JC transfer;

Punter can- 
didates include Mariani, who 
punted for the ISU JV team last 
season; JC transfer Mark Rose - 
and freshman Randy Miskol, who 
is currently listed as ISU's No. 2 
fullback.

Boise schools can't get a game, stay home 


BOISE (AP) - When the old- 
Southem Idaho ' Conference 
disbanded in the,^- late I970s, 
District Three’s high school 
athletic teams suddenly faced 
severely shortened schedules. 

It soon became too expensive to 
travel across the Northwest to 
find games. THfere were years 
when teams, scrambled to fill an 
eight-game football schedule. 

Now Borah and Meridian have 
decided to try something that has 
been done only occasionally 
am(ng the four Ada County A-l 
teams and not at all since the SIC 
disbanded: The Warriors and
